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AN ACT
MAKING GENERAL APPROPRIATIONS AND AUTHORIZING EXPENDITURES BY STATE AGENCIES REQUIRED BY LAW.
BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF NEW MEXICO:
Section 1. SHORT TITLE.--This act nmay be cited as the “General Appropriation Act of 1999"
Section 2. DEFINITIONS.--As used in the General Appropriation Act of 1999:
A.  "agency" neans an office, departnent, agency, institution, board, bureau, conm ssion
court, district attorney, council or committee of state governnent;
B. "expenditures" neans costs, expenses, encunbrances and ot her financing uses, other than
refunds authorized by |aw, recognized in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles for the
| egal | y authorized budget anpunts and budget peri od;

C. “federal funds” neans any paynents by the United States governnent to state governnent or

agenci es except those paynents nmade in accordance with the federal M neral Lands Leasing Act;

E. "general fund" neans that fund created by Section 6-4-2 NWVMBA 1978 and incl udes federal
M neral Lands Leasing Act receipts and those paynents nade in accordance with the federal block grant and
the federal Workforce I nvestment Act, but excludes the general fund operating reserve, the appropriation
contingency fund and the risk reserve;

F. "interagency transfers" neans revenue, other than internal service funds, legally
transferred from one agency to another

G "internal service funds" neans:

(1) revenue transferred to an agency for the financing of goods or services to another

agency on a cost-rei nbursenent basis; and
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(2) unencunbered bal ances in agency internal service fund accounts appropriated by the
General Appropriation Act of 1999;

H "other state funds" neans:

(1) unencunbered, nonreverting bal ances in agency accounts, other than in interna
service funds accounts, appropriated by the General Appropriation Act of 1999;

(2) all revenue avail able to agencies fromsources other than the general fund, interna
service funds, interagency transfers and federal funds; and

(3) all revenue, the use of which is restricted by statute or agreenent;

I. "revenue" neans all noney received by an agency from sources external to that agency, net
of refunds and ot her correcting transactions, other than fromissue of debt, |iquidation of investnents or
as agent or trustee for other governnental entities or private persons; and

J. "unforeseen federal funds” means a source of federal funds or an increased amount of
federal funds that could not have been reasonably anticipated or known during the first session of the
forty-fourth | egislature and, therefore, could not have been requested by an agency or appropriated by the
| egi sl ature.

Section 3. GENERAL PROVI SI ONS. - -

A.  Ampunts set out under colum headi ngs are expressed in thousands of dollars.

B. Anpounts set out under colum headi ngs are appropriated fromthe source indicated by the
colum heading. Al amounts set out under the columm heading “Internal Service Funds/Interagency
Transfers” indicate an intergovernnental transfer and do not represent a portion of total state governnent
appropriations. Al information designated as “Total s” or “Subtotals” are provided for infornmation and
are not appropriations.

C. Anmpunts set out in Section 4 of the General Appropriation Act of 1999, or so nuch as may
be necessary, are appropriated fromthe indicated source for expenditure in fiscal year 2000 for the

obj ects expressed.
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D. Unencunbered bal ances in agency accounts renaining at the end of fiscal year 1999 shal
revert to the general fund by COctober 1, 1999, unless otherwise indicated in the General Appropriation Act
of 1999 or ot herw se provided by | aw

E. Unencunbered bal ances in agency accounts renaining at the end of fiscal year 2000 shal
revert to the general fund by October 1, 2000, unless otherwise indicated in the General Appropriation Act
of 1999 or ot herw se provided by | aw

F. The state budget division shall nonitor revenue received by agencies from sources ot her
than the general fund and shall reduce the operating budget of any agency whose revenue from such sources
is not nmeeting projections. The state budget division shall notify the |egislative finance comittee of
any operating budget reduced pursuant to this subsection

G Except as otherwi se specifically stated in the General Appropriation Act of 1999
appropriations are nmade in that act for the expenditures of agencies and for other purposes as required by
existing law for fiscal year 2000. |If any other act of the first session of the forty-fourth legislature
changes existing lawwith regard to the nane or responsibilities of an agency or the nane or purpose of a
fund or distribution, the appropriation nade in the General Appropriation Act of 1999 shall be transferred

fromthe agency, fund or distribution to which an appropriation has been made as required by existing | aw

I. Pursuant to Sections 6-3-23 through 6-3-25 NVBA 1978, agenci es whose revenue from
unf oreseen federal funds, fromstate board of finance |oans, fromrevenue appropriated by other acts of
the legislature, or fromgifts, donations, bequests, insurance settlenments, refunds, or payments into
revol ving funds exceed specifically appropriated anbunts may request budget increases fromthe state
budget division. |f approved by the state budget division, such noney is appropriated. In approving a
budget increase fromunforeseen federal funds, the director of the state budget division shall advise the
| egislative finance conmittee as to the source of the federal funds and the source and anmount of any

mat chi ng funds required

L. To prevent unnecessary spendi ng, expenditures fromthe General Appropriation Act of 1999
for gasoline for state-owned vehicles at public gasoline service stations shall be made only for
sel f-service gasoline; provided that a state agency head nay provi de exceptions fromthe requirenent to
accomodat e di sabl ed persons or for other reasons the public interest may require.

M  When approving operating budgets based on appropriations in the General Appropriation Act
of 1999, the state budget division is specifically authorized to approve only those budgets that are in
accordance with generally accepted accounting principles for the purpose of properly classifying other
financi ng sources and uses, including interfund, intrafund and interagency transfers.

N.  Laws 1998, Chapter 116, Section 4 is repealed effective July 1, 1999.

Section 8. COMPENSATION APPROPRIATIONS.--

A. Thirty million thirty-five thousand seventy-five dollars ($30,035,075) is appropriated from
the general fund to the department of finance and administration for expenditure in fiscal year 2000 for
the purpose of providing salary increases as follows:

(1) six hundred forty-eight thousand four hundred dollars ($648,400) to provide the

justices of the supreme court a salary increase to eighty-seven thousand seven hundred seventy-three
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dollars ($87,773) and the chief justice of the supreme court, the chief judge of the court of appeals,
judges of the court of appeals, district courts, metropolitan courts and magistrate courts, child support
hearing officers, and special commissioners, a salary increase pursuant to the provisions of Section 34-1-
9 NMSA 1978 and effective the first full pay period after July 1, 1999;

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funding level for providing an average of approximately three and one-half percent anniversary date merit
increase, including lump-sum payments. This increase includes providing annualized variable pay
anniversary date lump-sum payments to eligible classified employees whose salaries equal or exceed their
salary grade maximums. The salary increases shall be effective the first full pay period following the
employees anniversary date;

(5) two hundred thirty-eight thousand fifty-five dollars ($238,055) to provide executive
exempt employees including attorney general employees and workers compensation judges with a salary

increase

+5256>. Salary increases shall be effective the first full pay period following January 1, 2000;

(6) two hundred fifty-three thousand four hundred dollars ($253,400) to provide teachers
in the children, youth and families department, the department of health, and the corrections department
with a three and one-half percent anniversary date salary increase, subject to satisfactory job
performance;

(7) three hundred fourteen thousand one hundred dollars ($314,100) to provide eligible
commissioned officers of the New Mexico state police division of the department of pubic safety with a

step increase ranging from approximately two and two-tenths percent to three percent in accordance with
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the career pay system for the state police;

For those state employees whose salaries are referenced in or received as a result of non-general
fund appropriations in the General Appropriation Act of 1999, and Laws 1999, Chapter 1, the department of
finance and administration shall transfer from the appropriate fund to the appropriate agency the amount
required for the salary increases equivalent to those provided for in this act, and such amounts are
appropriated for expenditure in fiscal year 2000. Any unexpended or unencumbered balance remaining at the

end of fiscal year 2000 shall revert to the appropriate fund.

Section 11. CERTAIN FI SCAL YEAR 2000 BUDGET ADJUSTMENTS AUTHORI ZED. - -

speci fic source

(3) "category transfer" neans an approved transfer of funds from one budget category to
anot her budget category, provided that a category transfer does not include a transfer of funds between

di vi si ons;
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(4) "division transfer" neans an approved transfer of funds from one division of an
agency to another division of that agency, provided that the annual cumul ative effect of division
transfers shall not increase or decrease the appropriation to any division by nore than seven and one- hal f
percent; and

(5) “federal funds” means any paynments by the United States governnent to state
government or agencies except those paynments nmade in accordance with the federal M neral Lands Leasi ng Act
and except those paynments made in accordance with the federal tenporary assistance for needy fanmlies
bl ock grant and the federal Wbrkforce |Investnent Act of 1998.

C. Budget adjustnments are authorized pursuant to Sections 6-3-23 through 6-3-25 NVSA 1978 for
fiscal year 2000.

D. Except as otherw se provided, all agencies nay request category transfers anpng persona
services, enployee benefits, travel, maintenance and repairs, supplies and nmaterials, operating costs,
ot her costs, capital outlay, out-of-state travel and other financing uses.

E. The corrections departnment may request division transfers. The corrections departnent may
request category transfers.

F. An agency with internal service funds/interagency transfers appropriations or other state
funds appropriations that collects noney in excess of those appropriated may request budget increases in
an anount not to exceed four percent of its internal service funds/interagency transfers or other state
funds appropriation contained in Section 4 of the General Appropriation Act of 1999

G In addition to the budget increase authority provided in Subsection F of this section, the
foll ow ng agenci es may request specified budget increases:

(1) the state investment council may request budget increases fromother state funds
and internal service funds/interagency transfers up to two mllion dollars ($2,000,000) for investnent
manager fees and custody fees; provided that this amunt may be exceeded if the departnent of finance and

admi ni stration approves a certified request fromthe state investment council that additional increases
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fromother state funds are required for increased managenent fees and custody fees derived from asset
grom h and performance. The state investment council may request category transfers to any other category
except that nmoney appropriated for investnent nmanager fees in the contractual services category shall not
be transferred,

(2) the educational retirenment board may request budget increases fromother state
funds up to one nmillion five hundred thousand dollars ($1,500,000) for manager fees and custody fees;
provided that this amount nmay be exceeded if the departnent of finance and admi nistration approves a
certified request fromthe educational retirement board that additional increases fromother state funds
are required for increased nanagenent fees and custody fees derived fromasset growh and performance. The
educational retirenent board may request category transfers, except that funds authorized for investnent
manager fees within the contractual services category of the administrative division and for custody
services within the other costs category of the administrative division shall not be transferred;

(3) the public enployees retirement association may request budget increases from ot her
state funds up to three million five hundred thousand dollars ($3,500,000) for investnent manager fees and
custody fees; provided that this anmount may be exceeded if the departnent of finance and admi ni stration
approves a certified request fromthe public enployees retirenment association that additional increases
fromother state funds are required for increased managenent fees and custody fees derived from asset
grom h and performance. The public enployees retirement association may request category transfers, except
that funds authorized for investnent nanager fees within the contractual services category of the
admi ni strative division and for custody services within the other costs category of the administrative
division shall not be transferred;

(4) the mmintenance division of the public enployees retirement association may request
budget increases fromother state funds to neet emergencies or unexpected physical plant failures that
m ght affect the health and safety of workers;

(5) the New Mexico magazine division of the tourism departnent nmay request budget
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i ncreases fromother state funds for earnings from sal es;

(6) the departnment of gane and fish may request budget increases frominternal service
funds/interagency transfers for emnergencies;

(7) the oil conservation division of the energy, mnerals and natural resources
department may request budget increases fromthe oil and gas reclamation fund to cl ose abandoned wel | s;

(8) the forestry division and the state parks division of the energy, minerals and
natural resources department may request budget increases fromthe New Mexi co youth conservation corps
fund for projects approved by the New Mexi co youth conservation corps comm ssion

(9) the state engineer shall not request nore than one mllion dollars ($1,000,000) in
t he aggregate in budget increases fromother state funds;

(10) the commi ssion on the status of women may request budget increases from other
state funds for statutorily mandated recognition progranms for wonen;

(1'1) the miners' hospital of New Mexico may request budget increases fromother state
funds to operate the hospital

(12) the department of health may request budget increases fromother state funds and
i nternal service funds/interagency transfers for facilities and institutions, including |aboratories, to
mai ntai n adequate services to clients; to maintain the buildings and grounds of the fornmer Los Lunas
medi cal center; and to fund investigations pursuant to the Caregivers Screening Act;

(13) the departnent of environment nay request budget increases from other state funds
to budget responsible party payments, fromthe corrective action fund to pay clainms and fromthe hazardous
wast e enmergency fund to neet emergencies;

(14) the office of the natural resources trustee nmay request budget increases from
other state funds for court settlenments to restore natural resource damage in accordance with court orders
and frominternal service funds/interagency transfers;

(15) the departnent of public safety may request budget increases fromother state
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funds and frominternal service funds/interagency transfers, excluding state forfeitures and forfeiture
bal ances;

(16) the state highway and transportation department may request budget increases from
t he unbudgeted revenue in the state road fund for the road betternent division in an amount necessary to
maxi m ze the use of federal funds;

(17) except as allowed in Paragraph (16) of this subsection, the state hi ghway and
transportation departnent shall not request budget increases fromthe state road fund to match federa

funds except in the transportation prograns division and the transportation planning division

(19) the state departnent of public education may request budget increases for the

instructional materials fund, the public school capital outlay fund and the public school energy
ef ficiency fund.
H  The departnment of military affairs, the departnent of public safety and the energy,

m neral s and natural resources departnment may request budget increases fromthe general fund as required

by an executive order declaring a disaster or energency.

Section 13. APPROPRI ATI ON CONTI NGENCY FUND. --1f bal ances in the appropriation contingency fund are

not sufficient to pay for energency declarations made by executive order pursuant to Section 6-7-2 NVBA

1978, the departnent of finance and administration may transfer fromthe general fund operating reserve
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t he amount necessary to neet the expenses of the emergencies not to exceed ten mllion dollars

Section 15. TRANSFER AUTHORI TY.--If revenues and transfers to the general fund, excluding transfers
to the general fund operating reserve, appropriation contingency fund, risk reserve and public schoo
state-support reserve, as of the end of fiscal year 1999, are not sufficient to neet appropriations, the
governor, with state board of finance approval, may transfer at the end of that year the amount necessary
to meet the year’'s obligations fromthe unencunbered bal ance remaining in the general fund operating
reserve in a total not to exceed seventy mllion dollars ($70,000,000). |If revenues and transfers to the
general fund, excluding transfers to the general fund operating reserve, appropriation contingency fund,
ri sk reserve and public school state-support reserve, as of the end of fiscal year 2000, are not
sufficient to meet appropriations, the governor, with state board of finance approval, may transfer at the
end of that year the ampbunt necessary to neet the year’s obligations fromthe unencunbered bal ance
